COPELAND at Bonham, Texas: 

JOHNSV^ 220 Evans Street, an employee of 

General Cable Company' ^aJvised that HARQy^J^^ a cousin 

of his wife, JOY, and they had last seen OLSolTaBOut Christmas , 
1962, when OLSON was employed at some airport in Dallas or 
Fort Worth as a mechanic. SIMPSON explained that OLSON at 
one time worked as a crop dusting pilot and had been employed 
at many places, including Burkburnett and Wichita Falls, Texas. 
He said that he himself had worked for OLSON at one time and 
that both at that time had been acquainted with JOS COLEMAN. 

SIMPSON had no idea where OLSON could be located at 
the present time and explained that OLSON’s pother is deceased 
and his father, exact name unknown, resided somewhere in 
California; however, SIMPSON explained that OLSON had a 
brother, LARRY, an electrical engineer for an unknown company 
out of Houston, Texas, and now resided somewhere in Midlothian, 
Texas. 

SIMPSON stated he had heard of the Snow Aircraft 
Company and thought this company manufactured agricultural 
aircraft, and he believed it was located somewhere in "South 
Texas.’ 

SIMPSON a!|Lso said he had never hear<J OLSON make any 
Statement concerning politics or any particular political party, 
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The Snow Aircraft Company, mentioned in this rewriting of a report by two other agents, 
does not appear in the foregoing reports and is indicative of FBI knowledge not contained 
in them. Conspicuously missing is any description or characterization of Olson or the 
request for a picture that could be shown others. A cousin might have a picture.
